Speaker In the Alberta Legisla¬ 
ture for the past 26 years and 
MLA for Little Bow since 1935, 
Hon. Rev. Peter Dawson of Vul¬ 
can died suddenly on Sunday, 
March 24, following a heart at¬ 
tack In his Legislative Building 
suite in Edmonton. He would have 
been 71 In April. 

A resident of Champion for many 
years and United Church minister 
at Champion and at Carmangay be¬ 
fore moving to Vulcan upon his 
retirement as a minister, Mr. Daw¬ 
son had been in good health. When 
he was stricken on Sunday he was 
attended by Dr. J. Donovan Ross, 
health minister, and was rushed by 
ambulance to the University Hos¬ 
pital, where he died shortly after 
arrival. 

Well known and wen liked, Mr. 
Dawson had beeme-elected as this 
constituency’s representative in 
1940, 1944, 1952, 1955 and 1959. 

Bom In Slateford, Ayreshire, 
Scotland, he came to Canada In 
1911. He was a graduate of St. 
Stephen’s Theological College, Ed¬ 
monton. A life-long Mason, he was 
a Past Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Alberta, A.F. & A.M. 

He was married In 1926 to the 
former Hildegarde Christine Hal- 
lenquist, who survives him. There 
are two sons. Ear land McMurray 
and David GUmour, both residing 
in Eastern Canada.

Crack Down 
On Tobacco 
For Youngsters 

Smoking in public places by 
persons under the age of 16 and 
the sale of tobacco in any form 
to those under 16 years of age 
have beeng the subjects of recent 
action by the Vulcan RCMP De¬ 
tachment and the town police. 

Under the Tobacco Restraint 
Act, it is an offence for anyone 
under the age of 16 years to 
smoke or chew tobacco in a public 
place such as cafes, skating rinks, 
schools, etc. or on the street, or 
to purchase or have any kind of 
tobacco in their possession. 

Section 2 of the Act prohibits 
stores, cafes or persons from sell¬ 
ing or giving cigaretttes or any 
other form of tobacco, directly or 
indirectly, to ipeisons under the 
age of 16 years. All tobacco out¬ 
lets in Vulcan have been inform¬ 
ed of the provisions of the Act 
and have been further warned 
that they cannot permit anyone 
under the age of 16 years to 
smoke on their premises.

Contract Let For Town Water Project 


The contract for construction of 
the town of Vulcan’s Little Bow 
water project has been let to Al¬ 
berta Utility Builders Ltd. of Cal¬ 
gary In the amount of $243,625. 
Other costs to be paid by the 
Town bring the total estimated 
cost of the project to $302,501, just 
$250 under the engineers’ esti¬ 
mates. 

Other bids received were; Borger 
Construction, Calgary, $310,000; 
Burns & Dutton, Calgary, $276,554; 


G. C. McLeod A Co., Edmonton, 
$254,598. 

Five tenders were received for 
the pipe required, that of Inter¬ 
provincial Steel & Pipe Corpora¬ 
tion In the amount of $101,592 be¬ 
ing accepted. Eight tenders were 
received for supplying pumps, that 
of Electrical Contracting & Ma¬ 
chinery Ltd., In the amount of 
$7,119 for Peerless pumps being ac¬ 
cepted. The tendered cost of the 
pipe and pumps is included in the 


$243,625 general contract let to 
Alberta Utility Builders. 

The additional expenditures 
which bring the total cost of the 
project up to $302,501 are: Extra 
gravel (to be placed nine inches 
deep over the plastic lining of the 
reservoirs) $6,500; Sales tax on 
pipe (refundable) $5,695; Power 
installation $9,000; Easements (50 
acres at $90) $4,500; Reservoir

$2,530; Legal fees $500; Engineer¬ 
ing services $22,922; Soil survey 
$629; Local Authorities Board $130;. 
Advertising tenders $70. 

The project Involves a pipeline 
from the Little Bow River to Vul¬ 
can, construction of two 21-milltan 
gallon reservoirs, filtration anil 
treatment plants and pipeline to 
connect with, the town's present 
water system.

Devaluation of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar and large sales of wheat to 
Red China have made possible a 
final wheat payment, averaging 
43 cents which is the highest In 
the history of the Wheat Board, 
said the Hon. Alvin Hamilton, 
federal minister of agriculture, as 
he addressed an audience of about 
100 at the high school auditorium 
in Vulcan Monday night. 

Speaking on behalf of Dr. Law¬ 
rence E. Kindt, MP, Progressive 
Conservative candidate in Macleod 
riding, Mr. Hamilton said that the 
government believed in selling 
grain to any country that can pay 
for it and this, coupled with an ag¬ 
gressive selling policy, has helped 
empty the elevators and put cash 
in the farmers’ pockets. The final 
payment this year, ranging from 
40.6 cents on No. 1 wheat to 61.17 
cents on No. 6 wheat and added to 
the initial payment of $1.50 per 
bushel for No. 1 (basis Fort Wil¬ 
liam), brings the total payment for 
the 1962 wheat crop to- $1,906 per 
bus. for No. 1 to $1,732 for No. 6. 

grain production, the Minister said, 
and this was their only proposed 
solution to the apparent over¬ 
production of wheat. But, he said, 
the Progressive Conservatives are 
encouraging the production of 
grain and their slogan could well 
be; "You grow it — we’ll sell It.” 
In 1963 the government wants the 
western farmers to grow the same 
quantity of wheat and oats as last 
year. There is an over-supply of 
durum wheat, so less of this 
should be grown, but an additional 
100 million bushels of feed barley 
is wanted. 

As the result of Progressive 
Conservative policies, income is up 
for the Western grain growers and 
beef producers, said the speaker. 
The next step must be to raise the 
farm income in Quebec and the 
Maritimes, he said. 

Speaking to the audience before 
he introduced Mr. Hamilton, Dr. 
Lawrence E. Kindt, MP, empha¬ 
sized the importance of the con¬ 
stituency having a member on the 
government side of the house. 
Nothing can be accomplished if a 
constituency’s representative is of a 
"splinter party,” he*%aid. A govern¬ 
ment member can help in re¬ 
locating industry in his consti¬ 
tuency or in helping new industries 
get established. Recent gas and oil 
discoveries in the Vulcan district 
should, in time, lead to establish¬ 
ment of petro-chemical industries 
in this area, said Dr. Kindt. 

The West was sadly neglected 
during 22 years of Liberal govern¬ 
ment, he said. The big need now 
is for a majority Progressive Con¬ 


servative government so the Job 
of improving Canada's economy 
can be continued.

Elevator System Is Streamlined 
Says U.G.G. Pres. A. M. Runciman 


Somewhat nettled by recent re¬ 
marks from various sources that 
elevator companies haven’t chang¬ 
ed their grain handling system in 
50 years, and are still operating 
on horse and buggy basis, A. M. 
Runciman, President of United 
Grain Growers, told a farmers' 
meeting at Vulcan on Tuesday, 
March 20, that he believed West¬ 
ern Canada has a very efficient 
elevator system, which will stana 
comparison with any in the world 
because of improvements which 
are constantly taking place. 
Changes have been going on and 
will take place oven more rapidly 
in the future. 

“In 1917, over 60 companies oip- 
erated more than nine elevators 
in Western Canada. Today there 
are 16,” said Mr. Runciman. 

“This has enabled existing elev¬ 
ator companies to cut duplication 
of field and head office services 
and allowed consolidation — with 
one agent handling two elevators 
— at many points.” 

The president of United Grain 
Growers, who spoke last week at 
Taber, Vulcan and Clarcsholm, 
said that his company numbers 
amongst its country properties 
elevators that were once owned 
by 17 other companies. 

He cautioned those attending 
the meeting, however, that they 
couldn’t expect elevator organiz¬ 
ations to dismantle “holus-bolus” 
at their old elevators immediately, 
simply to replace them with the 
large efficient plaints being so 
freely advocated by people who 
will not be sharing their cost. 

"Our old elevators are paid for

Cigarettes and Youngsters 

The Tobacco Restraint Act, which prohibits any- 
-one under the age of 16 years from smoking in a pub¬ 
lic place or having cigarettes or other forms of tobacco 
in their possession; and also prohibits the sale or giv¬ 
ing away of any tobacco product to persons under the 
age of 16 years, has probably not been publicized as 
much as it could have been in recent years. 

A recent “crack-down” by RCMP and town police 
in Vulcan was motivated by the sight of eight- and 
nine-year-old youngsters nonchalantly lighting up 
cigarettes as soon as they were out of the school 
grounds and by the all too common practice of early 
teen-agers smoking in cafe booths. 

This flagrant flouting of the law by the young¬ 
sters was probably due in large part to ignorance of 
the law. Any tobacco retailer, however, certainly 
knows that selling tobacco to persons under the age 
of 16 is prohibited by law. 

Any effort is worthwhile if it does no more than 
delay the acquiring of the cigarette habit by our 
youngsters. 

Farm Operating Agreements 

In this era of high farm investment and mechani¬ 
zation it is most important to make plans early if the 
family farm is to be kept in the family. Here are some 
farm operating agreements and types of transfer ar¬ 
rangement suggested by Dr. Glen R. Purnell, Director 
of Alberta’s Farm Economics Branch. 

A fairly common operating agreement is the 
wage agreement where the son is paid for his work. 
This is alright for a temporary arrangement but 
should be replaced as soon as possible by a more per¬ 
manent one offering more incentive to the future 
owner or owners. 

In an enterprise agreement, the son has the main 
responsibility for one or more enterprises on the basis 
of their being self-sustaining. This should not, how¬ 
ever, be his only responsibility. He should share in 
other phases of the operation so that he can fully 
learn the farm business. 

A rental arrangement is another type of business 
agreement. In this case a share basis rather than a 
cash rent is usually better because the son is often 
not in a position to cope with the risk and capital in¬ 
volvement on his own. 

If a father-son partnership is adopted it should 
always be in writing and cover the purpose of the 
agreement, the duration, the type of legal relation¬ 
ship, the contributions of each party, how and by 
whom the records are to be kept, the division of in¬ 
come, the limitations of each partner’s actions and 
have provision for final transfer. 

Incorporating the farm is still another type of 
business agreement. In Alberta a farmer can incor¬ 
porate under the Companies Act. It is not, however, 
generally advantageous to incorporate unless the 
capital investment of the farm is between $75,000 and 
$100,000 and the taxable income around $10,000 a 
year. 

Dr. Purnell says there are advantages and dis¬ 
advantages to both partnerships and incorporating. 
The advantages of a partnership over a corporation 
are that it is easily dissolved, less expensive and in¬ 
volves less red tape such as annual reports, audits, 
etc. The disadvantages include unlimited liability — 
each partner is liable for the others debts, transfer of 
assets is not clear-cut and the agreement can be can¬ 
celled by the death or withdrawl of one partner. 

In the case of a corporation, it is in perpetual 
existance, it facilitates smooth transfer by shares, 
there is limited liability, meaning participants are not 
liable for debts or actions of the company and there 
can be tax advantages on larger farms. 

Regarding farm transfer, Dr. Purnell point out 
that it can be done by will, gift, agreement of sale, 
cash and mortgage and by rental with an option to 
buy. However, there are several points which must be 
very carefully considered before anyone of these ar¬ 
rangements is decided upon. They include provision 
for an adequate income for the parents, provision for 
an adequate income for the person taking over the 
farm, provision for compensation to other children, 
consideration of Federal and Provincial Income and 
Estate Tax laws, approval of the plan by all parties 
concerned and consultation with a solicitor on the 
legal aspects of the proposed transfer arrangement. 

• Dr. Purnell strongly advises farmers with ques¬ 
tions to consult their district agriculturist regarding 
the best arrangement for their particular circum¬ 
stances. When this has been settled they should con¬ 
tact a competent lawyer.

Many years ago — Nov. 2, 1939 
a public meeting was held in Lo 
mond, when a Miss Conroy out¬ 
lined to Chose present what was 
required to have a Public Health 
Nurse for this district 

A committee of: president, E. L. 
Davis, secretary, J. Flynn and 
trustees, Mrs. R. Frost, Mrs. J. A. 
Simpson, C. L. Booth and C. B. 
Robertson was elected. Forty-seven 
people present voted in favor of 
placing a Public Health Nurse in 
this district. None opposed. 

In January. 1940, the first nurse 
Miss Grant took up residence in 
Lomond in a small three-roomed 
house Chat was to be office and 
home of the Municipal Nurse. This 
home was through the years re¬ 
paired, added to, and made over 
until finally in the fall of 1960 Che 
water and forced air furnace were 
put in. 

On Feb. 13, 1941 under the 

Societies Act the Lomond District 
Nursing Association was formed. 

The original signers for this as¬ 
sociation were: William Brown, 
Mrs. O. T. Sande, Mrs. R. Frost, 
M. Maronda, C. Susinski, Robert

— Cardboard “cans” with zip-top 
aluminum lids. 

— Aluminum-foil cheese dip con¬ 
tainers you open with a tear tab. 

Some of the above changes will 
be an advancement in efficiency, 
yet on the other hand many are 
to appeal to our emotion and gad¬ 
get buying. These fancy containers 
are costing us money! This is one 
of the reasons why the producer’s 
share of the consumer dollar is 
decreasing. 

The Canadian Red Cross Enquiry 
Bureau handled requests from 38 
countries last year, and replied to 
over 6,500 enquiries. 


There were 12 Municipal Nurses 
in the more than 22 years there 
had been a Municipal Nurse. Miss 
Grant was the first one and Mrs. 
Edith Bennett the last. 

When the district was notified 
that the Nursing Service wouia oe 
discontinued a public meeting was 
held on April 16, 1962. The wish 
of that meeting was that a pet¬ 
ition be drawn up and circulated 
through the entire district. This 
was done with almost 100% sign¬ 
ing. Three copies of the petition 
were drawn up, signed and one 
each sent to Premier Manning, Dr. 
J. Donavon Ross Minister of 
Health and Reverend Peter Daw¬ 
son, M.L.A. 

However, despite requests and 
work of the district the Nursing 
Service was discontinued in Lo¬ 
mond and district in August 1962. 

On Oct. 30, 1962 a public meet- ' 
ing was held to discuss disposal of 
the cottage which had been the 
office and home of the Municipal 
Nurses. 

From this meeting motions were 
made and passed that $3000 be ac¬ 
cepted from Frank Boyd for the 
house and that this money be 
equally divided between the two 
churches and the Community Cen¬ 
tre. This was done. 

A public auction sale was held 
disposing of the small contents of 
the cottage. From this sale $326.75 
was realized. With the previous 
money in the treasury and after 
outstanding bills had been paid 
there was $325.87 left The decis¬ 
ion of dividing this money had 
been left to the Nursing Associ¬ 
ation. Their decision was to give 
$50.00 to the Lomond School Lib¬ 
rary and $275.87 to the Community 
Centre, 

Lomond and district will verj 
Much miss haying a Municipal 
Nurse but it would seem that 
nearly all of the district will in 
some way benefit from the work 
of those citizens who first organ¬ 
ized the Lomond District Nursing 
Association.

Crime Prevention 

’’Crime Prevention” is the sub¬ 
ject of Booklet No. 7, which has 
been prepared for distribution by 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Pol¬ 
ice under the general title of 
“Crime in Your Community”. 

The RCM Police instituted this 
series of booklets several years 
ago and they have dealt with such 
matters as “Armed Robbery”, 
"Bad Paper”, etc. The results have 
shown that an alert and well in¬ 
formed public can, in certain cat¬ 
egories of crime, make it very 
difficult for the criminal to suc¬ 
ceed. 

The bookleet is made up of il¬ 
lustrations, in silhouette, and is 
directed to the householder and 
the business man. 

Booklet No. 7 shows law en¬ 
forcement as requiring the sup¬ 
port of all citizens. It stresses the 
importance of preventing crime 
and contains a number of suggest¬ 
ions Which, if observed, will help 
to reduce the incidence of crime.
